At 9 am, little further in- 
formation about the typhoon 
was available, but according to 
the Observatory, it appeared to 
be ‘still moving” on the ‘same 
course at about six knots and:

Valuable three-hourly weather 
reports have been received by 
the Observatory from Pratas 
weather station and from a 
‘ramber of stips in the China 
Sea, These have enabled the 
position of the typhoon to bo 
located with considerable ac-

Britain will seck approval to raise protective 
dutics on a limited range of goods, chiefly: agricul- 
tural, froin nomCommonwealth countries before 
members of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade at its cight-weel: session in Geneva starting 
tomorrow, authoritative sources said today. 

The sources said Britain wanted a go-ahead 
signal from GATT to raise tariffs against certain 
foreign goods and to continue at the same time 
duty-free’ entry for those same goods from 


Commonwealth sources. 


. Britaln’s new plan in effect 
would run counter to a GATT 
negotiotion on blocs In 1947 and 
therefore ‘she needs a formal 
walver_by GATT. There is no 


British plan to ask for o general) 


release from the “no new pre- 
ference’ rule of GATT. 

This was'agretd by‘a majorit; 
decision’ of the Commonweal! 
conference {in December’ last 
year in London against carller 
British suggestions. .Britain will 
abide by this majority decision 
despite recent support from 
Australia for greater freedom of 
action in regard to Empire pre~- 
ferences and GATT restrictlons 
gencraily, ; i. 


PROMISE ‘SUPPORT 


Britain has, however, the ap~- 
proval of the Commonwealth 
countries to seek limited con 
cessiong from GATT. They
